Dear Board Members:

The comprehensive annual financial report of the Millburn Township School District (the "District") for the fiscal

year ended June 30, 2015, is hereby submitted. Responsibility for both the accuracy of the data and completeness and

fairness of the presentation, including all disclosures, rests with the management of the Board of Education (the

"Board"). To the best of our knowledge and belief, the data presented in this report is accurate in all material respects

and is reported in a manner designed to present fairly the basic ftnancial statements and results of operations of the

District. All disclosures necessary to enable the reader to gain an understanding of the District's financial activities

have been included.

The comprehensive annual financial report is presented in four sections: introductory, financial, statistical and single

audit. The introductory section includes this transmittal letter, the District's organizational chart and a list of principal

officials. The financial section includes the Independent Auditors' Report, the management's discussion and analysis,

the basic frnancial statements and notes providing an overview of the District's frnancial position and operating

results, and supplementary schedules providing detailed budgetary information. The statistical section includes

selected financial and demographic information, generally presented on a multi-year basis. The District is required to

undergo an annual single audit in conformity with the provisions of the Single Audit Act Amendments of 1996 and

the U.S. Office of Management and Budget Circular A-133, Audits of States, Local Governments, and Nonprofit
Organizations,aîdthe New Jersey's OMB Circulars 04-04 and 15-08, Single Audit Policyfor Recipients of Federal

Grants, State Grants and State Aid. Information related to this single audit, including the auditors' reports on internal

control and compliance with applicable laws, regulations, contracts and grants along with findings and questioned

costs, are included in the single audit section of this report.

1) REPORTING ENTITY AND ITS SERVICES: The Millburn Township School District is an independent

reporting entity within the criteria adopted by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board ("GASB") in

codification section 2100. All funds of the District are included in this report. Millburn Township encompasses

Millburn and Short Hills. The Millburn Township School District and all its schools constitute the District's reporting

entity.

The District provides a full range of educational services appropriate to grade levels PreK through 12. These include

regular, vocational as well as special education for handicapped youngsters. The District completed the 2014-2015

fiscal year with an average daily enrollment of 4,882 students which is 25 students less than the previous year's

enrollment.
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2) ECONOMIC CONDITION AND OUTLOOK: The Township's cash surplus at December 31,2074 amounted to

Sß;72,246. A systematic and active investment program has been followed; income earned from investments of the

Township's surpiur cash amounted to $34,558 in 2014. The current tax rate is $2.016 per one hundred dollars of
assessed valuation and is one of the lowest of Essex County's twenty-two municipalities.

The Township is composed of two areas, the older area comprising the so-called center (Millburn) and the adjoining

residential seõtions. io the north and west lies Short Hills with its own post office and railroad station, but still an

integral part of the Township and comprising one of the finest residential areas in the nation. It is also the home of
one of the nation's premier shopping areas, The Mall at Short Hills.

The residential marketability is enhanced by the nationally recognized excellence of the Township's Public Schools

and by the New Jersey Transit Direct Midtown rail line to Manhattan.

The Downtown area of Millburn is 96% occupied. The Downtown Millburn Development Alliance is an

independent, non-profit corporation that has been very active in attracting new businesses and promoting existing

areai. The orgañization sponsors special events including the Farmers Market and Country Fair. Some 770

businesses and 300 doctors, lawyers, and dentists are located in the Township.

3) MAJOR INITIATIVES: Board of Education Goals for FY 2014-2015

1. Successfully negotiate three successor collective bargaining agreements with MASA and CWA for the

period 2014-2017 (Year I of 1).

2. Explore and publicize expenditure and revenue options for closing the structural budget gap while

maintaining the academic program (Year 1 of l).

Management of the District is responsible for establishing and

maintaining an internal control system designed to ensure that the assets of the District are protected from loss, theft

or misuse and to ensure that adequate accounting data is compiled to allow for
in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). The

provide reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that these objectives are met.

As a recipient of federal and state awards, the District also is responsible for ensuring that an adequate internal control

system is in place to ensure compliance with applicable laws and regulations related to those programs. This internal

control system is also subject to periodic evaluation by the District's management.

As part of the District's single audit described earlier, tests are made to determine the adequacy of the internal control

,yrl"r, including that portion related to major federal and state award programs, as well as to determine that the

District has complied with applicable laws, regulations, contracts and grants.

5) BUDGETARY CONTROLS: In addition to internal accounting controls, the District maintains budgetary controls.

The objective of these budgetary controls is to ensure compliance with legal provisions embodied in the annual

appropiiated budget approved by the voters of the municipality. Annual appropriated budgets are adopted for the

gèn.ràt fund, theipeciat revenue fund, and the debt service fund. Project-length budgets are approved for the capital

improvements accounted for in the capital projects fund. The final budget amount as amended for the ftscal year is

reflected in the financial section.
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An encumbrance accounting system is used to record outstanding purchase commitments on a line item basis. Open
encumbrances at year-end are either canceled or are included as reappropriations of fund balance in the subsequent
year. Those amounts to be reappropriated are reported as fund balance restrictions, commitments and assignments at

June 30,2015.

6) ACCOIJNTING SYSTEM AND REPORTS: The District's accounting records reflect generally accepted

accounting principles, as promulgated by the GASB. The accounting system of the District is organized on the basis

of funds. These funds are explained in "Notes to the Basic Financial Statements", Note 1.

7) CASH MANAGEMENT: The investment policy of the Dishict is guided in large part by state statute as detailed in

"Notes to the Basic Financial Statements", Note 3. The District has adopted a cash management plan which requires
it to deposit public funds in public depositories protected from loss under the provisions of the Governmental Unit
Deposit Protection Act ("GUDPA"), GUDPA was enacted in 1970 to protect governmental units from a loss of funds

on deposit with a failed banking institution in New Jersey. The law requires governmental units to deposit public
funds only in public depositories located in New Jersey, where the funds are secured in accordance with the Act.

8) RISK MANAGEMENT: The Board carries various forms of insurance, including, but not limited to, general

liability, excess liability, automobile liability and comprehensive/collision, hazard and theft insurance on property and

contents, and fidelity bonds. A schedule of insurance coverage is found on Exhibit J-20.

9) OTHER INFORMATION: Independent Audit - State statutes require an annual audit by independent certified
public accountants or registered municipal accountants. The accounting firm of Nisivoccia, LLP, CPAs, was selected

by the Board. In addition to meeting the requirements set forth in state statutes, the audit also was designed to meet

the requirements of the Single Audit Act Amendments of 1996 and the related OMB Circular A-133, Audits of States,

Locøl Governments, and Non-Profit Organizations, and New Jersey's OMB Circulars 04-04 and 15-08, Single Audit
Policy þr Recipients of Federal Grants, State Grants and State Aid. The auditors' report on the basic financial
statements and specific required supplementary information are included in the financial section of this report. The

auditors' reports related specifically to the single audit and Government Auditing Standards are included in the single

audit section of this report.

10) ACKNOWLEDGMENTS: We would like to express our appreciation to the members of the Millburn Township
School District Board for their concern in providing fiscal accountabilþ to the citizens and taxpayers of the school
district and thereby contributing their full support to the development and maintenance of our financial operation.
The preparation of this report could not have been accomplished without the efflrcient and dedicated services of the

financial and accounting staff.

The implementation resulted in the restatement of certain

bàlances on the Statement of Net Position and the ending balance for Net Position for the Governmental Activities as

of June 30,2074 as detailed in Note 2l to the basic financial statements.

Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America require that the management's discussion

and analysis, which follows this report, the required supplementary information pension schedules and the budgetary

comparison information in Exhibits C-l through C-3 and I-3 be presented to supplement the basic financial

staternents. Such information, although not apart of the basic financial statements, is required by the Governmental

Accounting Standards Board who considers it to be an essential part of financial reporting for placing the basic

financial siatements in an appropriate operational, economic, or historical context. We have applied certain limited

procedures to the required supplementary information in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the

Ûnited States of America, which consisted of inquiries of management about the methods of preparing the

information and comparing the information for consistency with management's responses to our inquiries, the basic

financial statements, ãnd other knowledge we obtained during our audit of the basic frnancial statements.

The accompanying schedules of expenditures of federal and state awards, as

iequired by the U. S. Office of Management and Budget Circular A-133, Audits of States, Local Governments, and

Non-Profii Organizations; and New Jersey's OMB Circulars 04-04 and 15-08, Single Audit Policyfor Recipients of
Federal Granls, State Grants ønd State Aid, are also presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a
required part of the basic financial statements.
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The accompanying supplementary schedules such as the combining and individual non-major fund financial

statements ãnd the schôáules of eipenditures of federal and state awards are the responsibility of management and

were derived from and relate directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the basic

financial statements. Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic

financial statements and ceftain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling such information directly

to the underlying accounting and other recòrds used to prepare the basic financial statements or to the basic financial

statements themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in

the United States of America. In our opinion, the supplementary schedules and the schedules of expenditures of
federal and state awards are fairly stated, in all material respects, in relation to the basic financial statements as a

whole.

The accompanying other information such as the introductory and statistical sections has not been subjected to the

auditing p.ã..ãut"r applied in the audit of the basic financial statements, and accordingly, we do not express an

opinion or provide any assurance on it.

This section of Millburn Township School District's annual frnancial report presents its discussion and analysis of the

District's financial performance d'uring the fiscal year ending June 30, 2015. Please read it in conjunction with the

section.

Financial Highlights

o The District's financial status improved significantly on a district wide basis.

o Overall revenue was $104,020,541 during the fiscal year.

o Overall expenses were $102,3 65,057 during the fiscal year.

o The District advanced refunded its 2007 School Bonds thereby defeasing $13,500,000 of those bonds and

issuing $12,110,000 in2015 Refunding School Bonds'
o Enrollment in the District decreased approximately 0.5L% from the prior year'

o The first two statements are District-wide financial statemenls that provide both short-term and long-term

information about the District's overall financial status.

o The remaining statements are fund financisl statements that focus on individual parts of the District, reporting

the District's operations in more detail than the District-wide statements.

¡ The governmintal funds statements tell how basic services such as regular and special education were

financed in the short-term as well as what remains for future spending.

o proprietary funds statements offer short- and long-term financial information about the activities the District

opeiates like a business, such as food services and field rental/joint facilities.
. iiduciary funds statements provide information about the financial relationships in which the District acts

solely as atrustee or agent for the benefit ofothers'

The f,rnancial statements also include notes that explain some of the information in the statements and provide more

detailed data. The statements are followed by a sécdon of required supplementary information that further explains

and supports the financial statements with a comparison of the District's budget for the year. Figure A-1 shows how

District-wide Statements

The District-wide staternents repoft information about the District as a whole using accounting methods similar to

those used by private-sector companies. The statement of net position includes all of the District's assets. deferred

inflows and ouiflows and liabilitiès. All of the currentyear's revenue and expenses are accounted for in the statement

of activities regardless of when cash is received or paid.

The two District-wide statements report the District's net positio¡z and how they have changed. Net position - the

difference between the District's assets, deferred inflows and outflows and liabilities - is one way to measure the

District's financial health or position.

o Over time, increases or decreases in the District's net position are an indicator of whether its financial

position is improving or deteriorating, respectively.
. To assess the District's overall health, you need to consider additional nonfinancial factors such as changes in

the District's property tax base and the condition of school buildings and other facilities.

In the District-wide fina¡cial statements, the District's activities are divided into two categories:

o Governntental activitles: Most of the District's basic services are included here, such as regular and special

education, transportation and administration. Property taxes, tuition, subscription busing fees and state

formula aid finance most of these activities'
o Business-type activities: The District charges fees to help it cover the costs of certain services it provides.

The District's food service and freld rental/joint facilities are included here.

Fund Financial Sløtements

The fund financial statements provide more detailed information about the District's funds, focusing on its most

significant or ,,major" funds - nót the District as a whole. Funds are accounting devices the District uses to keep track

of specific sources of funding and spending on particular programs:

. Some funds are required by state law and bybond covenants.

. The District establishes other funds to control and manage money for particular purposes (such as repaying its

long-term debts) or to show that is it properly using certain revenue (such as federal grants).

The District has three kinds of funds:

c Governmental funds: Most of the District's basic services are included in governmental funds, which

generally focus on {1} how cash and other financial assets that can readily be converted to cash flow in and

óut, and {2} the balances left at year-end that are available for spending. Consequently, the governmental

funds statements provide a detailed short-term view that helps you determine whether there are more or fewer

financial ,"rorr"è, that can be spent in the near future to finance the District's programs. Because this

information does not encompass the additional long-term focus of the District-wide statements, additional

information at the bottom of the governmental funds statements explains the relationship (or difference)

between them.

Fund Financial Statements

o Proprietary funds: Services for which the Dishict charges a fee are generally reported in proprietary funds.

Proprietary funds are reported in the same way as the District-wide statements. The District's enterprise

funds (one type of proprietary fund) are the same as its business-type activities but provide more detail and

additional information, such as cash flows. Internal service funds (the other kind of proprietary fund) report

activities that provide supplies and services for other programs and activities. The District currently does not

maintain any internal service funds.
o Fiduciary funds: The District is the trustee, or fiduciary, for assets that belong to others, such as scholarship

funds and the student activities funds. The District is responsible for ensuring that the assets reported in these

funds are used only for their intended purposes and by those to whom the assets belong. The District
excludes these activities from the District-wide financial statements because it cannot use these assets to

finance its operations.

Notes to Basic Financial Statemer¿rs: Provide additional information essential to a full understanding of the District-
wide and fund financial statements.

Financial Analysis of the District as a Whole

Net Position. The District's combined net position increased by $1,654,500. Net position from governmental

activities increased by $1,665,478 and net position from business-type activities decreased by $10,978. Net

investment in capital assets increased by $4,5I4,762, restricted net position decreased by $1,479,668, and unrestricted

net position decreased by $1,380,594.

54,514,762 due to the maturþ of $3,375,000 of serial bonds payable, $13,500,000 in 2007 school bonds defeased, a

paydown in capital lease principal of $515,572, and $2,163,356 in capital assets additions (net of capital assets

ãiðposals¡; offset by çz,t)+,ZAj in depreciation expense, a new capital lease of $804,903 and $12,110,000 of
refunding bonds isiued. Restricted nèt position decreased by $1,479,668 primarily due to a net decrease of
$1,293,4¡8 in the Capital Reserve account (primarily due to the $1,611,570 withdrawal for cument year capital

projects offset by $iS,tlg of unexpended funds returned from capital outlay and 5272,817 transfened from

unassigned fund balance); $186,213 of Debt Service Fund fund balance anticipated as revenue in fiscal yeat 2015;

offset by $33 of interest earned in the Debt Service Fund. Unrestricted net position decreased by $1,380,594 due to a

net incrêase in compensated absences of $130,844, a net increase in net pension liability of $370,721, an investment

gain in pensions of $1,198,623, a net increase in unamortized bond issuance premium of 52,626,212, a 5471,322 net

ã....ur. in unassigned and assigned (including encumbrances) General Fund fund balance, and a decrease $21,873 in

business-type actiiities; offset by a decrease in accrued interest of $114,017, changes in pension assumptions of
$633,587, ôhung.r in pension pioportion of $662,891, an increase in Capital Projects committed fund balance of
$833,644 and an increase in deferred amount on refunding of $1,194,862.

Revenue Sources. The District's total revenue for the 2014115 school year was $104,020,541. (See Figure A-4).
Property taxes and state formula aid accounted for most of the District's revenue, with local taxes accounting for

$79,215,406 of the total, or 76.21 percent. (See Figure A-5). Another 21.96 percent came from state and federal aid

and the remaining 1.83% came from tuition, subscription busing fees, miscellaneous sources and charges for services.

The total cost of all programs and services was $102,365,057. The District's expenses are predominantly related to

Instructing and providing Pupil Services (7S.00 percent) which increased from 76.02 percent in 2013-2014. (See

Figure A-6). Other significant cost areas include Administrative and Business activities (8.96 percent) and

Maintenance and Operations (7.86 percent). The District operates seven schools, an education center/administration

building and a maintenance building. Costs for Administration and Maintenance decreased as a percentage of total
expenses compared to fiscal year 2013-2014. It is important to note that expenses for the year include 52,124,263 of
depreciation expense and $1,323,123 of accrued interest on long-term debt attributable to its governmental and

business-type activities.

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Governmental Activities

The financial position of the District improved significantly. However, maintaining existing programs while

experiencing .hung., in enrollment, combined with riring salary and benefits costs, places great demands on the

District's resources.

The District continues to pursue and implement cost savings strategies in order to sustain its financial health. Some

examples are:

o Participation in multiple cooperative purchasing programs for district supplies.

. Shared service agreements with other public entities for busing services.

. Membership in pìrchasing cooperatives for purchases of energy and various types of insurance.

. participation wiih the Toúnshþ of Millburn in a Joint Facilities Committee for the maintenance of township

and board owned athletic fields.
. The use ofstate contracts.
. The District participates in several cooperative purchasing programs for construction services. We have been

able to significantly increase the scope of facilþ improvement projects by implementing a strategy of bidding

and using coop.ruiiu" purchasing to procure the most favorable prices for construction projects.

. The Distiict iÅ in ttre iro""r, oflmpìementing an Energy Savings Improvement Program (ESIP), as allowed

by state law, which will enable the district to become more energy efficient. Reduced energy costs will be

used to offset the cost of the capital improvements. This program, in conjunction with Board approval of a

resolution to participate in the Sùstainable Jersey for Schools program, demonstrates the Board's commitment

to becoming an energy efficient, environmentally responsible district'

The District will continue its practice of examining all expenditures carefully and being mindful of pressure to reduce

taxes while maintaining and/or expanding programs'

Figure A-7 presents the cost of six major District activities: instruction, pupil and instructional services,

administration and business, maintenance ànd operations, transportation, capital outlay and other. The table also

shows each activþ's net cost (total cost less feei generated by the activities and intergovernmental aid provided for

specifrc programs).

The net cost shows the financial burden placed on the District's taxpayers by each of these functions:

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Business-Type Activities

Net position from the District's business-type activity decreased by $10,978. (Refer to Figure A-4). Factors

contributing to these results included:

o Field Rental/Joint Facilities Fund revenues exceeded expenses by $4,180 and Food Service Fund expenses

exceeded revenues by $14,I74, accounting for the majority of the decrease in the net position of the business-

type activities.
o The decrease in the Food Service Fund net position was primarily a result of the increase in curent year

expenses versus the prior year due to a change in food service management companies and more adequate

staffing of the cafeteria compared to previous years.

Financial Analysis of the District's Funds

The District's financial positio¡ decreased on a fund basis. The weak economy and State budget problems have had a

direct impact upon the District's revenue sources. Interest earnings on investments remain significantly lower than in

the past.

All of these factors are likely to continue for the next several years. To maintain a stable financial position, the

District will continue to practice sound fiscal management, including efficiency/cost containment practices, evaluation

ofservices and programs, energy conservation, and seeking additional sources ofrevenues.

General Fund Budgetary Highlights

Over the course of the year, the District revised the annual operating budget several times. These budget amendments

are due to:

. Changes made within budgetary line items for changes in school-based needs for programs, supplies and

equipment,

Capital Asset and Debt Administration

The District's capital assets increased by $39,093 or 0.07%o - as shown in Figure A-8. (More detailed information

about the District's capital assets is presented in Note 5 to the financial statements.)

Factors Bearing on the District's Future RevenueÆxpense Changes

At the time these financial statements were prepared and audited, the District was aware of existing circumstances that

could signifrcantly affect its financial health in the future:

o There are several staff members with many years of service in education. It is reasonable to expect some

changes in the future, which will be viewed as an opportunity to review resource allocation and structure.

o During lhe 2014-2015 year, the Board reached agreement with the Millburn Association of School

Administrators and with the Communications Vy'orkers of America for contracts for the period Jrtly 1',2014

through June 30, 2017. The Board believes that the contracts were equitable and fiscally responsible'

o The district remains in the School Employee Health Benefits Plan for health and prescription coverage.

Enrollment in the plan allows the District to rcalize signifîcant savings from previous carriers. ln conjunction

with this is the impact of public law, Chapter 78 "sweeney Provisions," implementing employee co-pay for

medical/prescription costs. The 2014-15 year brought the fînal year of the increasing reimbursement

amounts, tier fV, with a maximum co-pay of 35%. It remains unclear what will happen to the Sweeney

Provisions in the future years as the law is set to expire, but it has most definitely helped the Board to weather

increasing medical benefit costs in these turbulent financial times. The District continues to seek new

opportunities for efficiencies and expense reduction in this area'
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While overall enrollment in the District has remained relatively stable during the past several years, school-

specific spikes have occurred, requiring an increase in stafflrng. The District continues to monitor this

situation, and to reallocate resources as changes occur.

The Board is continuing discussions regarding the best means of meeting future needs of the District,

including instructional space, 21" century learning opportunities, maker space for STEM projects and flexible

learningìpaces. These discussions may lead to a referendum for building renovations and/or additions, and

the posiibie acquisition of the former Millburn Regional Day School, which is currently owned by the state of
New Jersey.

TING POLI

The financial statements of the Board of Education (the "Board") of Millburn Township School District (the

"District") have been prepared in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP) as applied to

government units. The Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) is the accepted standard-setting body for
establishing governmental accounting and financial reporting principles. The more significant of the Board's

accounting policies are described below.

A. Reporting Entitv

The Board is an instrumentality of the State of New Jersey, established to function as an educational institution. The

Board consists of elected officials and is responsible for the fiscal control of the District. A superintendent is

appointed by the Board and is responsible for the administrative control of the District.

Governmental Accounting Standards Board publication, Codification of Accountins and Financial

Reporting Standards, Section 2100, "Defrning the Financial Reporting Entity" establishes standards to determine

whether a governmental component unit should be included in the financial reporting entity. The basic criterion for
inclusion or exclusion from the financial reporting entity is the exercise of oversight responsibility over agencies,

boards and commissions by the primary government. The exercise of oversight responsibility includes financial

interdependency and a resulting fìnancial benefit or burden relationship, selection of governing authority, designation

of management, ability to significantly influence operations, and accountability for fiscal matters. In addition, certain

legally separate, tax-exempt entities that meet specific criteria (i.e. benefit of economic resources, access/entitlement

to economic resources, and significances) should be included in the financial reporting entity. The combined financial

statements include all funds of the District over which the Board exercises operating control. The operations of the

District include five elementary schools, a middle school and a high school located in the Township of Millburn.
There were no additional entities required to be included in the repofting entity under the criteria as described above,

in the current fiscal year. Fufthermore, the District is not includable in any other reporting entity on the basis of such

criteria.

B. Basis of Presentation:

District-Wide Financial Statements:

The statement of net position and the statement of activities present financial inforrnation about the District's
governmental and business type activities. These statements include the financial activities of the overall
government in its entirety, except those that are fìduciary. Eliminations have been made to minimize the

double counting of internal transactions. These statements distinguish between the governmental and

business type activities of the District. Governmental activities generally are financed through taxes,

intergovernmental revenue and other nonexchange transactions. Business type activities are financed in part

by fees charged to external parties.

The statement of activities presents a comparison between direct expenses and program revenue for business-

type activities and for each function of the District's governmental activities. Direct expenses are those that

are specifically associated with and are clearly identifiable to a pafticular function. Indirect expenses are

allocated to the functions using an appropriate allocation method or association with the specific function.
Indirect expenses include health benefits, employer's share of payroll taxes, compensated absences and tuition
reimbursements. Program revenue includes (a) charges paid by the recipients of goods or services offered by

the programs, and (b) grants and contributions that are restricted to meeting the operational or capital
requirements of a particular program. Revenue that is not classified as program revenue, including all taxes,

is presented as general revenue. The comparison of direct expenses with program revenues identifìes the

extent to which each government function or business segment is self-financing or draws from the general

revenues of the District.
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B. Basis of Presentation (Cont'd)

Fund Financial Statements:

During the fiscal year, the School District segregates transactions related to certain School District functions

or activities in separate funds in order to aid financial management and to demonstrate legal compliance. The

fund financial siatements provide information about the District's funds, including its fiduciary funds.

Separate statements for each fund category - governmental, proprietary and fiduciary - are presented. The

New Jersey Department of Education (NJDOE) has elected to require New Jersey districts to treat each

gou".n¡1"ntal fund as a major fund in accordance with the option noted in GASB No.34, paragraph 76.The

Ñ¡OO¡, believes that the presentation of all funds as major is important for public interest and to promote

consistency among district frnancial reporting models.

The District reports the following governmental funds:

General Fund: The General Fund is the general operating fund of the District and is used to account for and

repoft all expendable financial resources not accounted for and reported in another fund.

Included are certain

capital outlay subfund.

As required by NJDOE, the District includes budgeted capital outlay in this fund. GAAP, as it pertains to

governmental entities, states that general fund resources may be used to directly finance capital outlays for

ì-ong-lived improvements as longãs the resources in such cases are derived exclusively from unrestricted

1."n"nu". Resources for budgeted capital outlay purposes are normally derived from State of New Jersey Aid,

district taxes and appropriáted fund balance. Expenditures are those that result in the acquisition of or

additions to fixed asÁets for land, existing buildings, improvements of grounds, construction of buildings,

additions to or remodeling of buildings and the purchase of built-in equipment. These resources can be

transferred from and to current expenses by board resolution.

Special Revenue Fund: The Special Revenue Fund is used to account for and report the proceeds ofspecific

.éu"nu" sources that are restricted or committed to expenditure for specified purposes other than debt service

or capital projects. Thus the Special Revenue Fund is used to account for the proceeds of specifìc revenue

from State and Federal Governments (other than major capital projects, debt service or the enterprise funds)

and local appropriations that are legally restricted or committed to expenditures for specified purposes.

Capital projects Fund: The Capital Projects Fund is used to account for and report financial resources that are

."rtri"t"d, *mmitted, or assigned to expenditure for capital outlays, including the acquisition or construction

of capital facilities and othei capital assets (other than those financed by proprietary funds). The financial

,"roui"", are derived from temporary notes or serial bonds that are specifically authorized by the voters as a

separate question on the ballot either during the annual election or at a special election, funds appropriated

fróm the General Fund, and from aid provided by the state to offset the cost ofapproved capital projects.

Debt Service Fund: The Debt Service Fund is used to account for and report financial resources that are

restricted, committed, or assigned to expenditure for principal and interest'
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The District repofts the following proprietary fund:

Enterprise Funds: The Enterprise Funds account for all revenue and expenses pertaining to the Board's Food

Service and Field Rental/Joint Facilities programs. The Food Service and Field Rental/Joint Facilities
programs are utilized to account for operations that are financed and operated in a manner similar to private

business enterprises. The stated intent is that the cost (i.e., expenses including depreciation and indirect costs)

of providing goods or services to the students and community on a continuing basis are financed or recovered

primarily through user charges.

Additionally, the District reports the following fund type:

Fiduciary Funds: The Fiduciary Funds are used to account for assets held by the District on behalf of others

and includes the Student Activities, Payroll Agency, Unernployment Compensation Trust, Flexible Spending

Trust and Private Purpose Scholarship Trust.

C. Measurement Focus and Basis of Accounting

The District-wide financial statements and the proprietary and fiduciary fund financial statements are repofied using

the economic resources measurement focus and the accrual basis of accounting. Revenue is recorded when eamed

and expenses are recorded at the time liabilities are incumed, regardless of when the related cash transaction takes

place. Nonexchange transactions, in which the District gives or receives value without directly receiving or giving
equal value in exchange, include property taxes, grants, entitlements and donations. On an accrual basis, revenue

from property taxes is recognized in the fiscal year for which the taxes are levied. Revenue from grants, entitlements

and donations is recogn ized in the fiscal year in which all eligibility requirements have been satisfied.

The Governmental Fund flinancial statements are repofted using the current financial resources measurement focus

and the modified accrual basis of accounting. Under this method, revenue is recognized when measurable and

available. The District considers all revenue reported in the Governmental Funds to be available if the revenue is

collected within sixfy days after the end of the fiscalyear. Expenditures are recorded when the related fund liability is
incurred, except for principal and interest on general long-term debt, claims and judgments, and compensated

absences which are recognized as expenditures to the extent they have matured. Capital asset acquisitions are

reported as expenditures in the Governmental Funds. Proceeds of general long-term debt and acquisitions under

capital leases are repofted as other financing sources.

It is the District's policy, that when an expenditure is incurred for purposes for which both restricted and unrestricted

(committed, assigned, or unassigned) amounts are available, to apply restricted resources first followed by

unrestricted resources. Similarly, within unrestricted fund balance, it is the District's policy to apply committed

resources first followed by assigned resources and then unassigned resources when an expenditure is incurred for
purposes for which amounts in any of those unrestricted fund balance classifications could be used.

Under the terms of grant agreements, the District may fund certain programs by a combination of specific cost-

reimbursement grants, categorical block grants and general revenue. Therefore, when program expenses are incurred,

both restricted and unrestricted net position may be available to finance the program. It is the District's policy to first
apply cost-reimbursement grant resources to such programs, followed by general revenue.
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D. Budgets/Budgetary Control

Annual appropriated budgets are prepared in the spring of each year for the General, Special Revenue and Debt

Service Funds, The budget for the fiscal year ended June 30, 2015 was submitted to the County office and was

approved by a vote of the Board of Education. Budgets are prepared using the modified accrual basis of accounting.

Thè legal lôvel of budgetary control is established at line item accounts within each fund. Line item accounts are

defined as the lowest (most specific) level of detail as established pursuant to the minimum chart of accounts

referenced in N.J.A.C. 6:20-2A..2(m)1. All budget amendments/transfers must be made by School Board resolution.

All budgetary amounts presented in the accompanying supplementary information reflect the original budget and the

arnendeá buãget (whiclihave been adjusted for legally authorized revisions of the annual budget during the year).

Formal budgetary integration into the accounting system is employed as a management control device during the year'

For Governmental Funis, there are no substantial differences between the budgetary basis of accounting and generally

accepted accounting principles, with the exception of the Special Revenue Fund as noted below. Encumbrance

accounting is also ernployed as an extension of formal budgetary integration in the governmental fund types.

Unencumbered appropriations lapse at fiscal year end.

The accounting records of the Special Revenue Fund are maintained on the grant accounting budgetary basis. The

grant accounting budgetary basìs differs from GAAP in that the grant accounting budgetary basis recognizes

ðncumbrances aJ expenditures and also recognizes the related revenue, whereas the GAAP basis does not'

The General Fund budgetary revenue differs from GAAP revenue due to a difference in recognition of the last two

state aid payments for the current year. Since the State is recording the last two state aid payrnents in the subsequent

fìscal year, the District cannot recognize these payments in the GAAP financial statements.

E. Cash and Cash Equivalents and Investments

Cash and cash equivalents include petty cash, change funds, amounts in deposits, and short-term investments with

original maturities of three months or less.

New Jersey school districts are limited as to the type of investments and types of financial institutions they may invest

in. New Jersey Statute 18A:20-37 provides a list of permissible investments that may be purchased by New Jersey

school districts. Additionally, the District has adopted a cash management plan that requires it to deposit public funds

in public depositories protected from loss under the provisions of the Governmental Unit Deposit Protection Act
(GUDPA). GUDPA was enacted in 1970 to protect Governmental Units from a loss of funds on deposit with a failed

banking institution in New Jersey.

N.J.S.A 17:9-4let seq. establishes the requirements for the security of deposits of governmental units. The statute

requires that no governmental unit shall deposit public funds in a depository unless such funds are secured in

acõordance with the Act. Public depositories include Savings and Loan institutions, banks (both state and national

banks) and savings banks the deposits of which are federally insured. All public depositories must pledge collateral,

having market value of at least equal to five percent of the average daily balance of collected public funds, to secure

the deposits of Governmental Units. If a public depository fails, the collateral it has pledged, plus the collateral of all

the other public depositories, is available to pay the full amount of their deposits to the Governmental Units.
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NT ACCOIJNTING POLICIES (Cont'd)

F. Interfund Transactions:

Transfers between governmental and business-type activities on the District-wide statements are reported in the same

manner as general revenues. Flows of cash or goods from one fund to another without a requirement for repayment

are repofted as interfund transfers.

Interfund transfers are repofted as other financing sources/uses in governmental funds and after non-operating

revenues/expenses in the enterprise fund. Repayments from funds responsible for particular expenditures/expenses to

the funds that initially paid for them are not presented on the financial statements. On fund financial statements, short-

term interfund loans are classified as interfund receivables/payables. These amounts are eliminated in the statement

of net position, except for amounts due between governmental and business-type activities or governmental and

agency funds, which are presented as internal balances.

G. Allowance for Uncollectible Accounts:

No allowance for uncollectible accounts has been recorded as all amounts are considered collectible.

H. Encumbrances:

Under encumbrance accounting purchase orders, contracts and other commitments for the expenditure of resources

are recorded to reserve a portion of the applicable appropriation. Open encumbrances in governmental funds other

than the Special Revenue Fund are reported as restricted, committed andlor assigned fund balances at fiscal year-end

as they do not constitute expenditures or liabilities but rather commitments related to unperformed contracts for goods

and services.

Open encumbrances in the special revenue fund for which the District has received advances are reflected in the

balance sheet as unearned revenue at fiscal year-end.

The encumbered appropriation authority carries over into the next f,rscal year. An entry will be made at the beginning

of the next fiscal year to increase the appropriation reflected in the certified budget by the outstanding ettcumbrance

amount as of the current fìscal year end.

L Short-term Interfund Receivabl es/Pa)¡ables :

Short-term interfund receivables/payables represent amounts that are owed, other than charges for goods or services

rendered tolfrom a particular fund in the District and that are due within one year.

J. Inventories and Prepaid Expenses:

Inventories and prepaid expenses, which benefit future periods, other than those recorded in the enterprise fund, are

recorded as an expenditure during the year ofpurchase.

Enterprise fund inventories are valued at cost, which approximates tnarket, using the first-in, first-out (FIFO) method.

Prepaid expenses in the enterprise fund represent payments made to vendors for services that will benefit periods

beyond June 30,2015.
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K. Capital Assets

During the year ended June 30, 1994, the District established a formal system of accounting for its capital assets.

Capital assets acquired or constructed subsequent to June 30,1994, are recorded at historical cost including ancillary

charges necessary to place the asset into service.

Capital assets acquired or constructed prior to the establishment of the formal system are valued at cost based on

historical records or through estimation procedures performed by an independent appraisal company. Land has been

recorded at estimated historical cost. Donated capital assets are valued at their estimated fair market value on the date

received. The cost of normal maintenance and repairs is not capitalized. The District does not possess any

infrastructure. Capital assets have been reviewed for impairment. The capitalization threshold (the dollar value above

which asset acquisitions are added to the capital asset accounts) is $2,000. The depreciation method is straight-line.

In the Fund financial statements, capital assets used in Governmental fund operations are accounted for as capital

outlay expenditures in the Governmental Funds upon acquisition. Capital assets are not capitalized and the related

depreciation is not reported in the Fund financial statements.

L. Long Term Liabilities:

In the District-wide and Enterprise Fund statements of net position, long-term debt and other long-term obligations
are reported as liabilities in the applicable Government activities, Business-type activities, or Enterprise Funds. Bond

premium and discounts, are reported as deferred charges and amortized over the term of the related debt using the

straight-line method of amortization. In the Fund financial statements, the face amount of debt issued is reported as

other financing sources. Premiums received on debt issuances are reported as other financing sources while discounts

on debt issuances are reported as other financing uses.

Salaries and W

The District does not allow employees who provide services over the ten-month academic year the option to have

their salaries evenly distributed during the entire twelve-month year; therefore, there are no accrued salaries and

wages as ofJune 30,2015.

N. Compensated Absences:

The District accounts for compensated absences (e.g., unused vacation, sick leave) as directed by Governmental

Accounting Standards Board StatementNo. 16 (GASB 16),Accountingfor Compensated Absences. A liability for
compensated absences attributable to services already rendered and not contingent on a specific event that is outside

the control of the employer and employee is accrued as employees earn the rights to the benefits.
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N. Compensated Absences: (Cont'd)

District employees are granted varying amounts of vacation and sick leave in accordance with the District's various

employee contracts/agreements. Upon termination, employees are paid for accrued vacation. The District's various

emþloyee contracts/agreements permit employees to accumulate unused sick leave and carry forward the full amount

to subiequent years. Upon retirèment, employees shall be paid by the District for the unused sick leave in accordance

with the District's various employee contracts/agreements.

In the district-wide Statement of Net Position, the liabilities, whose average maturities are greater than one year,

should be reported in two components - the amount due within one year and the amount due in more than one year.

O. Unearned Revenue:

Unearned revenue in the special revenue fund represents cash which has been received but not yet earned.

Capital Proìects Fund: Of the $952,682 fund balance in the Capital Projects Fund at June 30, 2015, $119,038

is restricted for Capital Projects and $833,644 is committed for Capital Projects, which is $638,725 less

Debt Service Fund: Of the $119,099 restricted fund balance in the Debt Service Fund at June 30,2015,
$119,066 is anticipated revenue for the f,rscal year ended June 30, 2016 and $33 is restricted for the next

subsequent year's budget.

Calculation of Excess Surplus: In accordance with N.J.S.A. l8A:7F-7, as amended by P.L. 2004, C.73

(s1701), the designation for Restricted Fund Balance-Excess Surplus is a required calculation pursuant to the

New Jersey Comprehensive Educational Improvement and Financing Act of 1996 (CEIFA). New Jersey

school districts are required to restrict General Fund balance at the fiscal year end of June 30 if they did not

appropriate a required minimum amount as budgeted fund balance in their subsequent year's budget. The

District has excess surplus as outlined above.

P.L.2003, C.97 provides that in the event state school aid payments are not made until the following school budget

year, districts must record the last state aid payments as revenue, for budget purposes only, in the current school

budget year. The bill provides legal authority for school districts to recognize this revenue in the current budget year.

For intergovernmental transactions, GASB Statement No. 33 requires that recognition (revenue, expenditure, asset,

liability) should be in symmetry, i.e., if one government recognizes an asset, the other government recognizes a

liability.
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P. Fund Balance Appropriated: (Cont'd)

Since the State is recording the last two state aid payments in the subsequent fiscal year, the school district cannot

recognize these last state aid payments on the GAAP financial statements until the year the State records the payable.

The ãxcess surplus calculation is calculated using the fund balance reported on the Budgetary Comparison Schedule,

including the lãst two state aid payments and nof the fund balance reported on the fund statement which excludes the

last two state aid payments noted above.

O. Deficit Net Position:

The District has a defìcit in unrestricted net position of $21,593,726in its governmental activities, which is due to

unassigned fund balance of $1,490,129; 5391,347 of General Fund fund balance assigned for encumbrances;

$g33,6?4 of committed fund balance; and $1,194,862 ofdeferred amount on refunding, investment gains in pensions

of $í,19g,623 and net pension liability of $20,216,563; offset by changes in pension assumptions of $633,587,

changes in proportion in pensions of $662,891, accrued interest payable of $566,293, unamortized bond premium of

S3,Oí4,662'andg;.,lq+,045 of compensated absences payable. This deficit does not indicate the District is in financial

difficulties and is a permitted practice under generally accepted accounting principles.

R. Net Position:

Net position is the difference between (a) assets and deferred outflows of resources and (b) liabilities and defered

inflows of resources.

A deferred outflow of resources is a consumption of net position by the District that is applicable to a future reporting

period. A deferred inflow of resources is an acquisition of net position by the_ District that is applicable to a future

ieporting period. The District has deferred outflow of resources for the deferred amount on refunding bonds, changes

in^assurn-pìions in pensions and changes in proportion in pensions at June 30, 2015. The District had defeffed inflows

of resources at June 30,2015 for the net diiferènce between projected and actual investment earnings on pension plan

investments.

Net position is displayed in three components - net investment in capital assets; restricted and unrestricted'

The net investment in capital assets component of net position consists of capital assets, net of accumulated

depreciation, reduced by thb outstanding balances of borrowings that are attributable to the acquisition, construction,

orìrrrprou.rnent of thosê assets. Defeneã outflows of resources and deferred inflows of resources that are attributable

to thå acquisition, construction, or improvement of those assets or related debt also would be included in this

component of net position.

The restricted component of net position consists of restricted assets reduced by liabilities and deferred inflows of
resources related to those assets.

The unrestricted component of net position is the net amount of the assets, deferred outflows of resources, liabilities,

and deferred inflows of resources that are not included in the determination of net investment in capital assets or the

restricted component of net position.
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S. Fund Balance Restrictions. Commitments and Assignments:

The restricted fund balance category includes amounts that can be spent only for the specific purposes stipulated by

constitution, external resource providers, or through enabling legislation. The committed fund balance classification

includes amounts that can be used only for the specific purposes determined for a formal action of the District's
highest level of decision-making authority.

Amounts in the assigned fund balance classifrcation are intended to be used by the government for specific purposes

but do not meet the criteria to be classified as restricted or committed. Unassigned fund balance is the residual

classification for the District's General Fund and includes all spendable amounts not contained in the other

classifications. In other funds, the unassigned classifications should be used only to report a deficit balance resulting

from overspending for specific purposes for which amounts has been restricted, committed or assigned.

Fund balance restrictions have been established for excess surplus, a capital reserve, an emergency reserve, the capital

projects fund and the debt service fund.

The District Board of Education has the responsibility to formally commit resources for specific purposes through a

motion or a resolution passed by a majority of the Members of the Board of Education at a public meeting of that

governing body. The Board of Education must also utilize a formal motion or a resolution passed by a majority of the

Members of the Board of Education at a public meeting of that governing body in order to remove or change the

commitment of resources. The District has $833,644 of committed fund balance at June 30,2015 in its Capital

Projects Fund.

The assignment of resources is generally made by the District Board of Education through a motion or a resolution

passed by a majority of the Members of the Board of Education. These resources are intended to be used for a specific

þurpose. The process is not as restrictive as the commitment of resources and the Board of Education may allow an

òfftciat of the District to assign resources through policies adopted by the Board of Education. The Dishict has

5391,347 of assigned resources for year-end encumbrances in the General Fund at June 30, 2015.

T. Revenue - Exchange and Nonexchange Transactions:

Revenue, resulting from exchange transactions in which each party gives and receives essentially equal value, is

recorded on the accrual basis when the exchange takes place. On the modified accrual basis, revenue is recorded in

the fiscal year in which the resources are measurable and become available. Available means the resources will be

collected within the current fiscal year or are expected to be collected soon enough thereafter to be used to pay

liabilities of the current frscal year. For the District, available means within sixty days of the fiscal year end.

Nonexchange transactions, in which the School District receives value without directly giving equal value in retum,

include property taxes, grants, entitlements and donations. On the accrual basis, revenue from property taxes is

recognized in the fiscal year for which the taxes are levied. Revenue from grants, entitlements and donations is

recognized in the fiscal year in which all eligibility requirements have been satisfied. Eligibility requirements include

timing requirements, which speciff the year when the resources are required to be used or the fiscal year when use is

first permitted; matching requirements, in which the School District must provide local resources to be used for a
specifred purpose; and expenditure requirements, in which the resources are provided to the School District on a

rèimbursemeñt basis. On the modified accrual basis, revenue from nonexchange transactions must also be available

before it can be recognized.

Under the modified accrual basis, the following revenue sources are considered to be both measurable and available at

fiscal yearend: property taxes, interest and tuition.
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U. Operating Revenue and Expenses:

Operating revenue are those revenues that are generated directly from the primary activities of the Enterprise Funds.

These revenues are sales for Food Service, and program fees for Field RentaliJoint Facilities. Operating expenses are

necessary costs incurred to provide the services that are the primary activities of the Enterprise Funds.

V. Management Estimates:

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with GAAP requires management to make estimates and

assumptions that affect the reported amounts of revenue and expenditures/expenses during the reporting period.

Actual results could differ from those estimates.

W. Pensions

For purposes of measuring the net pension liability, deferred outflows of resources and deferred inflows of resources

related to pensions, and pension expense, information about the fiduciary net position of the State of New Jersey

Public Employees' Retirement System (PERS) and the State of New Jersey Teachers' Pension and Annuity Fund

(TPAF) and additions toldeductions from the PERS's and TPAF's net position have been determined on the same

basis as they are reported by the PERS and the TPAF. For this purpose, benefit payments (including refunds of
employee contributions) are recognized when due and payable in accordance with the benefit terms. Pension Plan

investments are reported at fair value.

NOTE 2. EXPLANATION OF CERTAIN DIFFERENCES BETWEEN GOVERNMENTAL FUND STATEMENTS
AND DISTRICT-WIDE STATEMENTS

Due to the differences in the measurement focus and basis of accounting used on the government fund statements and

district-wide statements, certain financial transactions are treated differently. The basic financial statements contain a

full reconciliation of these items.

NOTE 3. CASH AND CASH EOUIVALENTS AND I}TVESTMENTS

Cash and cash equivalents include petty cash, change funds, amounts in deposits, and short-term investments with
original maturities of three months or less.

Investments are stated at cost, which approximates market. The Board classifies certificates of deposit which have

original maturity dates of more than three months but less than twelve months from the date of purchase, as

investments.

GASB Statement No. 40, Governmental Accounting Standards Board Deposit qnd Investment Risk Disclosures,

requires disclosure of the level of custodial credit risk assumed by the District in its cash, cash equivalents and

investments, if those items are uninsured or unregistered. Custodial credit risk is the risk that in the event of a bank

failure, the government's deposits may not be returned.

Interest Rate Risk - In accordance with its cash management plan, the District ensures that any deposit or investment

matures within the time period that approximates the prospective need for the funds, deposited or invested, so that

there is not a risk to the market value of such deposits or investments.

Credit Risk - The District limits its investments to those authorized in its cash management plan which are those

permitted under state statute as detailed on the following page.

NOTE 3. CASH AND CASH EOUIVALENTS AND INVESTMENTS (Cont'd)

Deposits:

New Jersey statutes require that school districts deposit public funds in public depositories located in New Jersey

which are lnsured by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation or by any other agency of the United States that

insures deposits madã in public depositories. School districts are also permitted to deposit public funds in the State of
New Jersey Cash Management Fund.

New Jersey statutes require public depositories to maintain collateral for deposits of public funds that exceed

depository insurance limits as follows:

The market value of the collateral must equal at least SYo of the average daily balance of collected public

funds on deposit.

In addition to the above collateral requirement, if the public funds deposited exceed 75o/o of the capital funds

of the depository, the depository -ust provide collateral having a market value at least equal to 100% of the

amount exceeding 75%.

All collateral must be deposited with the Federal Reserve Bank, the Federal Home Loan Bank Board, or a banking

institution that is a membèr of the Federal Reserve System and has capital funds of not less than $25,000,000.

Investments:

New Jersey statutes permit the Board to purchase the following types of securities:

(1) Bonds or other obligations of the United States of America or obligations guaranteed by the United

States of America;

(2) Government money market mutual funds;

(3) Any obligation that a federal agency or a federal instrumentality has issued in accordance with an act

of Ôongréss, which security has a maturity date not greater than 397 days from the date of purchase,

provided that such obligation bears a fixed rate of interest not dependent on any index or other

external factor;

(4) Bonds or other obligations, having a maturþ date not more than 397 days from the date of purchase,

approved by the livision of Investment of the Department of the Treasury for investment by local

units;

(5) Local government investment pools;

(6) Deposits with the State of New Jersey Cash Management Fund; or

(7) Agreements for the repurchase of fully collateralized securities if:

(a) the underlying securities are permitted investments pursuant to paragraphs (1) and (3) above;

(b) the custody ofcollateral is transferred to a third party;

(c) the maturity of the agreement is not more than 30 days;

(d) the underlying securities are purchased through a public depository as defined in statute; and

NOTE 4, CAPITAL RESERVE ACCOI.INT

A capital reserve account was established by the District by inclusion of $1 on October 10, 2000 for the accumulation

of fgnds for use as capital outlay expenditures in subsequent fiscal years. The capital reserve account is maintained in

the general fund and its activity is included in the general fund annual budget.

Funds placed in the capital reserve account are restricted to capital projects in the District's approved Long Range

Facilitiès plan (LRFP). Upon submission of the LRFP to the State Department of Education, a district may increase

the balance in the capital reserve by appropriating funds in the annual general fund budget certified for taxes or by

transfer by board resolution at year end of any unanticipated revenue or unexpended line item appropriation amounts,

or both.

A district may also appropriate additional amounts when the express approval of the voters has been obtained either

by a separate proposál at budget time or by a special question at one ofthe four special elections authorized pursuant

to N.J.S.A. 19:60-2. Pursuant to N.J.A.C. 6:234-5:1(d)7, the balance in the account cannot at any time exceed the

local support costs of uncompleted capital projects in its approved LRFP'

A. Bonds Payable:

Bonds are authorized in accordance with State law by the voters of the municipality through referendums. All bonds

are retired in serial installments within the statutory period of usefulness. Bonds issued by the Board are general

obligation bonds.

On February 19,2015, the District issued refunding bonds of $12,110,000 with interest rates ranging from 4.0% to

5.0o/oto advance refund $13,500,000 of the 2007 school bonds with an interest rate of 4.25%. The bonds mature on

July 15, 20lB throughZ02i and are non-callable. The net proceeds from the issuance of the general obligation bonds

weie used to purchãse U.S. government securities and those securities were deposited in an inevocable trust with an

escrow agent to provide debt service payments until the school bonds are called on July 15, 2017. The advance

refunding met thè requirements of an in-substance debt defeasance and the school bonds were removed from the

School' s government-wide financial statements.

As a result of the advance refunding, the District will realize a total of $1,368,437 in cash savings over the life of the

bond issue. On a net present value basis, the savings equate to $1,200,227, or 8.89o/o, of the bonds refunded.

Substantially all of the Board's employees participate in one of the two contributory, defined benefit public employee

retirement systems: the Teachers' Pension and Annuity Fund (TPAF) or the Public Employee's Retirement System

(PERS) of New Jersey; or the Defined Contribution Retirement Program (DCRP). A small number of the Dishict's
retirees participate in the Board of Education Employees' Pension Fund of Essex County (the "Plan").

A. Public Employees' Retirement System (PERS)

Plan Descriotion

The State of New Jersey, Public Employees' Retirement System (PERS) is a cost-sharing multiple-employer defined

benefit pension plan administered by the State of New Jersey, Division of Pensions and Benefrts (the Division). For

additional information about the PERS, please refer to the Division's Comprehensive Annual Financial Report

(CAFR) which can be found at www.state.nj.us/treasury/pensions/annrpts.shtml.

Benefits Provided

The vesting and benefit provisions are set by N.J.S.A. 43:15A. PERS provides retirement, death and disability

benefits. All benefits vest after ten years of service, except for medical benefits, which vest after 25 years of service

or under the disability provisions of PERS. The following represents the membership tiers for PERS:

Service retirement benefits of 1/55th of final average salary for each year of service credit is available to Tiers I and2
members upon reaching age 60 and to Tier 3 members upon reaching ug" 62. Service retirement benefits of 1/60th of
final average salary for each year of service credit is available to Tier 4 members upon reaching age 62 and to Tier 5

members upon reaching age 65. Early retirement benefits are available to Tiers 1 and2 members before reaching age

60, to Tieri 3 and 4 before age 62 with 25 or more years of service credit and Tier 5 with 30 or more years of service

credit before age 65. Benefits are reduced by a fraction of a percent for each month that a members retires prior to the

age at which a member can receive full early retirement benefîts in accordance with their respective tier. Tier 1

rnembers can receive an unreduced benefit from age 50 to age 60 if they have at least 25 years of service. Defened

retirement is available to members who have at least 10 years of service credit and have not reached the service

retirement age for the respective tier.

Contributions

The contribution policy for PERS is set by N.J.S.A. 154 and requires contributions by active members and

contributing members. The local employers' contribution amounts are based on an actuarially determined rate which
includes the normal cost and unfunded accrued liability. Chapter 19, P.L. 2009 provided an option for local

employers of PERS to contribute 50o/o of the normal and accrued liability contribution amounts certified for payments

due in State fiscal year 2009. Such employers will be credited with the full payment and any such amounts will not

be included in their unfunded liability. The actuaries will determine the unfunded liability of those retirement

systems, by employer, for the reduced normal and accrued liability contributions provided under this law.

Members are always fully vested for their own contributions and, after

three years of service credit, become vested for 2%o of related interest earned on the contributions. In the case of death

before retirement, members' beneficiaries are entitled to full interest credited to the members' accounts. The

following represents the membership tiers for TPAF:

Contributions

The contribution policy for TPAF is set by N.J.S.A. 184:66 and requires contributions by active members and

contributing members. State legislation has modifred the amount that is contributed by the State. The State's pension

contribution is based on an actuarially determined amount which included the employer portion of the normal cost

and an amortization of the unfunded accrued liability. Funding for noncontributory group insurance benefits is based

on actual claims paid. For fiscal year 2014,the State's pension contribution was less than the actuarially determined

The employer contributions for local participating employers are legally required to be funded by the State in
accordance with N.J.S.A. 18:66-33. Therefore, these local participating employers are considered to be in a special

funding situation as defined by GASB Statement No. 68 and the State is treated as a nonemployer contributing entity'

Since the local participating employers do not contribute directly to the plan (except for employer specific financed

amounts), there is no net pension liability or deferred outflows or inflows to report in the financial statements of the

local participating employers, such as the District. This note discloses the portion of the District's total proportionate

share of the net pension liability that is associated with the District. During the frscal year ended 2015, the State of
New Jersey contributed 52,199,576 to the TPAF for normal pension benefits on behalf of the District, which is less

than the contractually required contribution of 511,292,097.

The employee contribution rate was 6.92%o effective July 1, 2014. Subsequent increases after October 1,2011 are

being phased in over 7 years effective on each July lst to bring the total pension contribution rate to 7.5%o of base

salary as of July 1, 2018.

DCRP

p.oïid", eligible members with a tax-sheltered, defined contribution retirement benefit, along with life insurance and

disability coverage. Vesting is immediate upon enrollment for members of the DCRP.

Chapter 89, P.L. 2008. Employee contributions for DCRP are matched by a3% employer contribution.

For DCRP, the District recognized pension expense of $27,226 for the fiscal year ended June 30,2015. Employee

contributions to DCRP amounted to 522,994 for the fiscal year ended June 30, 2015'

D. Board of Education Employees' Pension Fund of Essex Countv (the Plan)

Plan Description

The Board of Education Employees' Pension Fund of Essex County (the "Plan"), is a multiple-employer contributory

defined benefit pension plan that provides pension and life insurance benef,rts to employees of the Boards of
Education withinEssex County employed before July 1, 1981, except temporary employees and employees eligible

for coverage under any New Jersey State administered pension plan created under prior New Jersey laws.

The ECpF became effective Aprll 16, 7929. The Plan provides for retirement, serice, and non-service connected

death and disability benefits foi its members. The Plan is governed by New Jersey Statutes under Title 184, and is

administered by a board of Trustees for the Plan who is also responsible for the management and investment of Plan

assets. The Board of Trustees consists of one active and five retired elected Plan members.

pursuant to New Jersey Public Law enacted in 1980, members were given the option to transfer their membership in

the plan to the pERS. Approxim ately 2,775 members, 58% of the membership, elected to transfer to PERS effective

July 1, 1981. The Plan is closed to new entrants.

Benefits Provided

Regular service retirement benefits are determined as 1/45th of the highest 3 year average salary multiplied by the

meÃber's years of credited service. A member may elect early retirement benefits if they are under age 60 and have

at least 25 years ofcredited service. The Plan also offers a special veterans benefit, disability and defeffed benefits.

Group life insurance benefits and death benefits are available to be paid to beneficiaries if elected by the member.

For more complete information about the Plan agreement and vesting and benefit provisions, participants are refened

to the pamphlet, ¿ Summary of Benefits. Copies of this pamphlet are available from the Pension Fund Administration

Office.

Contributions

Contributions are made by the members at3%o, the maximum contribution rate required by statute, of their annual

compensation. Contributions made by the Boards are determined annually based upon actuarial valuations. The

Boaids are required to reimburse the Plan for administrative expenses and cost of living increases associated with its

retirees. Plan provisions and contribution requirements are established by New Jersey state statute assets. District

contributions to the Plan amounted to $10,293 for fiscal year 2015.

pension Liabilities. Pension Expense. and Deferred Outflows of Resources and Deferred Inflows of Resources

Related to Pensions

At June 30, 2015, the District reported a liability of $67 ,7 4l for its proportionate share of the net pension liabilþ. The

net pension liability was measured as of June 30, 2015, and the total pension liabilþ used to calculate the net pension

liabiity was determined by an actuarial valuation as of June 30,2015. The District's proportion of the net pension

liability was based on a projection of the District's long-term share of contributions to the pension plan relative to the

projecied contributions of all participating members, actuarially determined.

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NOTE 9. POST-RETIREMENT BENEFITS

Chapter 384 of Public Laws 1987 and Chapter 6 of Public Laws 1990 required TPAF and PERS, respectively, to fund

post-retirement medical benefits for those State employees who retire after accumulating 25 years of credited service

ò. on u disability retirement. P.L. 2007 , c.103 amended the law to eliminate the funding of post-retirement medical

benefits through the TPAF and PERS. It created separate funds outside of the pension plans for the funding and

payment of post-retirement medical benefits for retired State employees and retired educational employees. As of
iune 30, 201.4,there were 103,432 retirees eligible for post-retirement medical benefits and the State contributed

$1.04 billion on their behalf. The cost of these benefïts is funded through contributions by the State in accordance

with P.L. 1994. C.62. Funding of post-retirement medical premiums changed from a pre-funding basis to a pay-as-

you-go basis beginning in fiscal year 1994.

The State is also responsible for the cost attributable to Chapter 126,P.L.1992, which provides free health benefits to

members of PERS and the Alternate Benefit Program who retired from a Board of Education or County College with

25 years of service. The State paid $165.8 million toward Chapter 126 beneflrts for 18,122 eligible retired members in

Fiscal Year 2014.

The State's on-behalf Post-Retirement Medical Contributions to TPAF for the District amounted to $3,491,830,

53,053,42i andS2,52l,li9 for 2015,2014 and2013, respectively. These amounts have been included in the District-

wide financial statements and the fund-based statements as revenues and expenditures in accordance with GASB

Statement No. 24.

NOTE 10. RISK MANAGEMENT

The District is exposed to various risks of loss related to torts; theft of, damage to, and destruction of assets, errors and

omissions; injuriés to employees; and natural disasters, The District obtained its health beneflrt coverage through the

New Jersey State Health Benefits Program.

Proneftv and Liabilitv Insurance

The Millburn Township School District obtains commercial insurance coverage for general liability, property and

automobile coverage. ihe tvtillburn Township School District is also a member of the Pooled Insurance Program of
New Jersey (the "Fund"). This public entity risk management pool provides workers' compensation for its lnembers.

A compleie schedule of insurance coverage can be found in the Statistical Section of this Comprehensive Annual

Financial Report. The Fund is a risk-sharing public entity risk pool that is an insured and self-administered group of
school boardi established for the purpose of providing low-cost insurance for its respective members in order to keep

local property taxes to a minimum.

Each member appoints an offrcial to represent their respective entity for the purpose of creating a governing body

from which officers for the Fund are elected.

As a member of this Fund, the District could be subject to supplemental assessments in the event of deficiencies. lf
the assets of the Fund were to be exhausted, members would become responsible for their respective shares of the

Fund's liabilities. The Fund can declare and distribute dividends to members upon approval of the State of New

Jersey Department of Banking and Insurance. These distributions are divided among the members in the same ratio

as their individual assessment related to the total assessment of the membership body.

NOTE 14. TAX CALENDAR

Property taxes are levied as ofJanuary I on property values assessed as ofthe previous calendar year. The tax levy is

divlded into two billings. The first billing is an estimate of the current year's levy based on the prior year's taxes. The

second billing reflects adjustments to the current year's actual levy. The final tax bill is usually mailed on or before

June 14th, along with the first half estimated tax bills for the subsequent year.

The f,irst half estimated taxes are divided into two due dates, February 1 and May 1. The final tax bills are also

divided into two due dates, August 1 and November L A ten-day grace period is usually granted before the taxes are

considered delinquent and there is an imposition of interest charges. A penalty may be assessed for any unpaid taxes

in excess of $ 1 0,000 at December 3 I of the curent year. Unpaid taxes of the cunent and prior year may be placed in

lien at a tax sale held after December 10. Taxes are collected by the constituent municipality and are remitted to the

local school district on a predetermined mutually agreed-upon schedule.

During the year ended June 30, 2015, the District transferred $97,871 to the capital outlay accounts for equipment

which did nôt require approval frorn the County Superintendent. The District transferred $1,611,570 from the Capital

Reserve to the Capital Projects Fund through board resolutions.

NOTE 18. EMERGENCY RESERVE ACCOUNT

An emergency reserue account was established by Board resolution on June 16,2008 by inclusion of $300,000 for the

accumulãtion of funds for use as unanticipated general fund expenditures in subsequent hscal years. The emergency

reserve account is maintained in the General Fund and its activity is included in the General Fund annual budget.

The emergency reserve is restricted to be used to accumulate funds in accordance with N.J'S.A. 184:7F-41c(1) to

finance uñanticipated General Fund expenditures required for a through and efficient education. The maximum

balance permitteã at any time in this reserve is the greater of $250,000 or 1% of the General Fund budget not to

exceed one million dollars. Deposits may be made to the emergency reserve account by board resolution between

June I't and June 30th of any unanticipated revenue or unexpended line item appropriation or both.

Withdrawals from the reserve require the approval of the Commissioner unless the withdrawal is necessary to meet an

increase in total health care costs in excess offour percent.

On December 11,2014, the District issued agrant anticipation note in the amount of $1,073,000 with a0.739990/o

interest rate for cash flow purposes to pay for School Development Authority ("SDA") approved projects before grant

funds are received from the SDA. The note will mature on December 1I,2015.

NOTE 20. SUBSEQUENT EVENT

On August 7,2015,the District entered into a $4,483,000 lease purchase agreement, with a fifteen year term, to fund

the implementation of the District's Energy Savings Improvement Program (ESIP), entailing various permitted energy

conservation measures under the ESIP Law, throughout the District.

N.J.S.A. 184:184-4.6(c), Implementation of an energy savings improvement program by a board of education/board

of trustees, provides the authority for public schooldistricts/charter schools to finance an energy savings improvement

program thiough a lease-purchase agreement or through the issuance of energy savings obligations. The ESIP law

proviOes that energy savings obligation shall be funded through appropriations in the General Fund annual budget, on

the basis that the costs of implemented energy conseruation measures should be fully offset by energy savings to be

generated by such measures (on both an annual and aggregate basis).

For

governmental funds, there are no substantial differences between the budgetary basis of accounting and generally accepted

accounting principles, with the exception of the special revenue fund as noted below' Encumbrance accounting is also

ernployed as an extension of formal budgetary integration in the governmental fund types. unencumbered appropriations

lapse at fiscal year end.

The accounting records of the special revenue fund are maintained on the grant accounting budgetary basis. The grant

accounting budgetary basis differs from GAAp in that the grant accounting budgetary basis recognizes encumbrances as

expenditures and also recognizes the related revenue, whereas the GAAP basis does not.

The general fund budgetary revenue differs from the GAAP revenue due to a difference in the recognition of the last two

state aid payments for the current year.

NOTE 1. BASIS OF PRESENTATION

The accompanying schedules of expenditures of federal and state awards includes the federal and state grant activity
of the Board of Education, Millburn Township School District under programs of the federal and state governments
for the fiscal year ended June 30,2015. The information in these schedules are presented in accordance with the
Federal Office of Management and Budget (OMB), Audits of States and Local Governments and Non-Profit
Organizations and New Jersey's OMB Circulars 04-04 and 15-08, Single Audit Policy for Recipients of Federal
Grants, State Grants and State Aid. Because the schedules present only a selected portion of the operations of the

District, they are not intended to and do not present the financial position, changes in net position or cash flows of the

District.

NOTE 2. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

Expenditures reported on the accompanying schedules of expenditures of federal and state awards are repofted on the

budgetary basis of accounting with the exception of programs recorded in the Food Service Fund, which are presented

using the accrual basis of accounting. These bases of accounting are described in Note 1 to the Board's basic financial
statements. Therefore, some amounts presented in these schedules may differ from amounts presented in, or used in
the preparation of, the basic financial statements. Such expenditures are recognized following the cost principles
contained in federal OMB Circular A-87, Cost Principles for State, Local and Indian Tribal Governmental Units,
wherein certain types of expenditures are not allowable or are limited as to reimbursement. Pass-through identifying
numbers are presented where available.

NOTE 3. RELATIONSHIP TO BASIC FINANCIAL STATEMENTS

The basic financial statements present the General and Special Revenue Funds on a GAAP basis. Budgetary
comparison statements or schedules (RSI) are presented for the General and Special Revenue Funds to demonstrate

f,inance-related legal compliance in which certain revenue is permitted by law or grant agreement to be recognized in
the audit year, whereas for GAAP reporting, revenue is not recognized until the subsequent year or when expenditures
have been made.

The General Fund is presented in the accompanying schedules on the modified accrual basis with the exception of the

revenue recognition of the last two state aid payments in the curuent budget year, which is mandated pursuant to
N.J.S.A. I8A:22-44.2, For GAAP purposes those payments are not recognized until the subsequent budget year due

to the state deferral and recording of the last two state aid payments in the subsequent year. The Special Revenue

Fund is presented in the accompanying schedules on the grant accounting budgetary basis which recognizes
encumbrances as expenditures and also recognizes the related revenue, whereas the GAAP basis does not.

The net adjustment to reconcile from the budgetary basis to the GAAP basis is ($8,904) for the General Fund, $34,536
for the Special Revenue Fund (which is completely associated with local grants) and ($638,725) for the Capital
Projects Fund. See Note 1D for a reconciliation of the budgetary basis to the modified accrual basis of accounting for
the General Fund. Additionally, the schedule of expenditures of state awards does not include the TPAF On-Behalf
Pension Contributions and on-behalf TPAF Post Retirement Medical Benefits Contributions revenue of $2,199,576
and $3,491,830, respectively. Revenue from federal and state awards is reported in the Board's basic financial
statements on the GAAP basis as presented below:

Revenue and expenditures reported under the Food Distribution Program represent curuent year value received and

current year distributions respectively. TPAF Social Security contributions represent the amount reimbursed by the

State for the employers' share of social security contributions for TPAF members for the fiscal year ended June 30,

2015.

NOTE 6. NJ SCHOOLS DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY (NJSDA GRANTS)

The District has been awarded three grants in the amount of $1,074,380 in the Capital Projects Fund from the New
Jersey Schools Developrnent Authority (NJSDA) under the Educational Facilities Construction and Financing Act.
As of June 30,2075, one of the three projects has been completed. As of June 30, 2015,$435,655 of the grant funds

has been expended and drawn down on a GAAP basis. In the Capital Projects Fund, the District realizes the full
amount of the grant revenue on a budgetary basis in the year awarded and realizes the grant revenue on a GAAP basis

as it is expended and submitted for reimbursement. Expenditures reported under the NJSDA on the Schedule of
Expenditures of State Awards represent reimbursement requests submitted to the NJSDA.
